NOTE: New claim 29 does not include all o f the subject matter of claim 1 , i.e. "and located along at least one of the 
ends to deliver light directly into the plate". New claim 32 does not include the subject matter of objected to claim 7, i.e. in claim 32, the 
applicant states that the light diffuser plate is formed by an opal plate and claim 7 states that the light diffuser plate is covered by an opal 
plate.
